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«Sr The New York Post says letters receiv- 
ed in that city from Matamoras, dated at the 
close ot January, pfive information that flour 
is selling on the Nueces river at $130 per bbl 
and corn at $12 per bushel. There is no doubt 
that large supplies reach the Confederacy from 
Mexico through Texas, but the pressing wants 
of the army do not permit them to be used by 
citizens. The rebel steamers recently captur- 
ed by Cel. Hllet in the Queen of tho West, 
were loaded in part with n-my clothes, which 
doubtless came into the 'country across the Rio 
Grande. The vaat t^de in cotton which has 
sprung up between Texas and Mexico gives 
unusual facilities f or the transportation of 
goods into the rebellious States. Tho Post 
says the trair A 0 f co tt on wagons, instead of 
coming back_ empty from their voyage to tho 
Kio GraD jg, bear supplies for the rebels. 
These Strike the Bayou Brazos and Colorado 
oad at Alleyton, near Columbus. Thence 
goods are shipped to Houston, and from 
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zhere on the Texas and New Orleans Railroad 
to Beaumont on the Sabine river. From there 
V} the Red River they must be again wagoued, 
but the distance is comparatively short, and a 
glance at the map will show that the entire 
transportation is not nearly so difficult or tedi- 
ous as has been thought. The re-occupation 
of Texas and a rigid enforcement of our reve- 
nue laws along the Rio Grande would soon 
put a stop to these supplies. 

B&" It has been inferred from our notice of 
the difficulty which occurred between Henry 
K. Roberts and Isaac Batman that Mr. Batman 
was one of the persons wbo'insulted Mr. Rob- 
erts on last Sunday. This was not tbo fact. 
Mr. Batman had nothing to do with tho diffi- 
culty on Sunday. Our statement of the par- 
ticulars was not quite correct in our issue of 
the 18th. The facts were’hese: As Mr. Rob- 
erts was passing out of the room, Batman 
stooped to pick up a cigar, by which their per- 
sons accidentally came in contact. After ex- 
changing a word or two, Batman made an 
attempt to take Roberts by the throat, who 
stepped back, drew his pistol, and, while Bat- 
man was in the act of drawing bis, fired. 

YoomrcL Depravity. — We hear frequent 
accounts of misdemeanors and felonies being 
committed by youths in this city. We learn 
that there is an organization of boys down 
town who call themselves Forty Thieves, and 
who live in defiance of all law. A few days 
ago one of this gang named Henry Johnson, 
wrested from a son of Mr. Thixton a pocket- 
book containing the sum of five dollars. John- 
son, after taking possession of the money, 
threw the pocket-book into a church -yard 
near by. The attention of the police was 
called to the affair, and yesterday officer Juno 
succeeded in arresting the boy and recovering 
the money. In consideration of Johnson’s 
extreme youth, the Chief ol Police did not in- 
sist upon his prosecution. 

Skizurb op Confiscated Slaves. — As the 
steamer Courier was coming up on Wednes- 
day she landed at Carreville about noon. On 
board the boat, among other passengers, was 
Mr. J. Frick, Architect and Engineer, formerly 
of Evansville, but now a resident of Cairo, hav- 
ing in his charge two contrabrands hired from 
the United States authorities at Cairo, with 
whom he was on his way to some point above 
to do some work. The Evansville Journal 
says that while the boat was lying at Carrs- 
ville, and while the officers were at dinner, 
some fifteen or twenty men came aboard to 
seize the negroes, under the plea that they 
were executing the laws of Kentucky. Capt. 
Lemcke, hearing of the affair, protested 
agaiDBt the act, explaining the status of the 
negroes, but was unable to procure their re- 
lease. 

The matter was finally arranged by some 
seven of the Kentuckians giving a bond ren- 
dering them amenable to the Courier and Mr. 
Frick for any damages that might accrue to 
them, and pledging themselves to lodge them 
in jail at Smithland within two days. The 
bond was signed by W. M. La Rue, D. J. 
Ellington, R. A. Kidd, W. T. Rader, J. C. 
Barnett, J. E. Boyd, and James Bagman. 
These negroes were, as the Journal is informed, 
legally confiscated, as the property of rebels, 
under the laws of the United States; aDd the 
ftet of forcibly taking tliem from the Courier, 
it says, was a high-handed outrage against 
the laws and authority of the United States. 

The Paris Citizen says that a number 
of individuals, who left tho State with the 
Confederate armies, have returned to their 
homes in that county within the last few days, 
most of whom havo delivered themselves tj 
the proper authorities and taken the oath of 
allegiance. Others may be expected daily.

Decision Under thbTax Law — The follow- 
ing decisions of Commissioner Boutwell will 
be found of interest to steamboatmen and 
steamboat owners: 

A marine engine which is built into, and 
forms a part of a steamboat, steamship, or 
other vessel propelled by Bteam, is not regard- 
ed as a manufacture, and, therefore, is not sub- 
ject to tax under the Excise Law. Vet, arti- 
cles may be used in the structure, thereof, 
which, having a distinct commercial charac- 
ter, are in themselves manufactures, and 
should be assessed as such. 

Any person or persons, firms, companies, or 
corporations owning or possessing, or having 
the care or management of any steam vessel 
for the transportation of passengers, shall in- 
clude in the returns of the gross amount of re- 
ceipts, as required by section 80, and all sums 
received for lodging, in staterooms, as essential 
to the transportation of passengers. 

When, according to the custom of any such 
steam vessel, the expenses of board or other 
items are included in the charges made for 
transportation, the assessor of the district shall 
make the proper assessment and allowance 
therefor. 

In Memoriam. — Whilst the memories of the 
great and brilliant men and woman of the 
world who have distinguished themselves in 
various ages are perpetuated for the admira- 
tion of posterity, we should not forget the 
quiet domestic virtues of those Christian wo- 
men who, moving in the ordinary sphere of 
human liie, become the models for the greatest 
number of their sex. We do not sufficiently 
appreciate the value of such women to human 
society. When the Holy Scriptures describe 
the model woman, they narrate in minute de- 
tail her domestic duties, and the care with 
which she discharged them. Fidelity to these, 
and nothing grander or more striking forms 
the subject of the inspired panegyrist. 

We have to-day to announce tho death of 
such a woman in the person of Mrs. Letitia H. 
Davidson, widow of the late Colonel W. H. 
Davidson, of Louisville, Kv. Mrs. Davidson 
expired on Tuesday last, February 17, at the 
Visitation Conveut ef this city. She had fal- 
len ill during a visit to her sister, the present 
Superioress of that institution, and thus has 
the consolation (for which she often Bighed) to 
die within these sacred precincts, surrounded 
as she was by her immediate family and the 
holy inmates of the institution. Dying in 
her sister s arms, whilst around her bed knelt 
her children and these devoted spouses of 
Christ, what more was left to be desired? 
Calmly she resigned her soul to God, and 
crowned a holy life by a happy death. 

Mrs. Davidson was born in Charles county, 
Md., in 1807. Her father, John B. King, was 
a navy officer, and her mother a Miss Hamil- 
ton, of Charles county. She was married in 
Washington city (where she had spent much 
of her youth), in 1828, to the late Ool. David- 
son. They lived for twenty years in Carmi, 
Illinois. In 1850 they removed to Louisville, 
Ky., where the Colonel died. On his death 
Mrs. Davidson came with her daughter to St. 
Louis, and her greatest consolation whilst 
here was to visit her religious sister at the 
convent, and to spend some days of holy re- 
tirement within its sacred walls. She was 
seized with her final malady on the feast of 
tho founder ot this order — St. Francis de 
Sales — on the 28th of January last, and after 
the sickness, which she bore with a resigna- 
tion that excited the admiration of the reli- 
gious inmates of the convent, she calmly ex- 
pired, as we have described, on Tuesday last. 
She leaves three children — two sons and a 
daughter — to mourn her loss and to be bene- 
fited by the memory of her virtues. Of these 
virtues it is not necessary here to speak. 
Their narration would only keep open the 
wounds of those who knew and loved her, 
and would seem exaggerated to those who had 
not the benefit of her friendship. She realized 
the ideal of a true Catholic, ohild, wife, 
mother, and friend. Her remains have been 
removed to Louisville, to be interred with 
those of her husband and kindred. Requieseat 
in pact.

Kay* We subjoin the principal part of the 
correspondence on the question of mediation 
which has just been laid before the country: 

MR. DBOUYN DE L’HUYS TO 51. MERClKIt. 
[translation.] 

Department of Foreign Affairs, ) 

Political Division, Paris, Jan. 9, 1863. J 

Sir: In forming the purpose of assisting, by 
the proffer of our good offices, to shorten the 
period of those hostilities which are desolating 
the American Continent, had wo not been 
guided, beyoud all, by the friendship which 
actuates the Government of the Emperor in 
regard to the United States, the little success 
of our overtures might chill the interest with 
which we follow the fluctuations of this con- 
test; but the sentiment to which we have 
yielded is too sincere for indifference to find a 
place in our thoughts, and that we should 
cease to be painfully affected, whilst the war 
continues to rage. 

We cannot regard without profound regret 
this war, worse than civil, comparable to the 
most terrible distractions of the ancient re- 
publics, and whose disasters multiply in pro- 
portion to the resources and the valor which 
each of tho belligerent parties develop. 

The government of his Majesty hare there- 
fore seriously examined the objections which 
have been made to us. Where we have sug- 
gested the idea ot a friendly mediation, and 
we have asked ourselves whether they are 
truly of a nature to set aside as premature 
every tentative to a reconciliation, on one part 
has been opposed to us the repugnance of the 
United States to admit the intervention of 
foreign influence in the dispute, on the other 
the hope, which the Federal Government has 
not abandoned, of attaining its solution by 
force of arms. 

Assuredly, sir, recourse to the g*od offices 
of one or several neutral Powers contains 
nothing incompatible with the pride so legiti- 
mate amidst a great nation, and wars purely 
international are not those alone which fur- 
nish examples of the useful character of me- 
diation. We flatter ourselves, besides, that in 
proffering to place ourselves at the disposal of 
the belligerent parties to facilitate between 
them negotiations, the basis of which we ab- 
stain from prejudging, we have manifested to 
the patriotism of the United States all the 
considerations to which it is entitled, now 
perhaps still more than ever, after such new 
proof of moral force and euergy. We are 
none the less ready, amid the wishes which 
we form in favor of peace, to take into ac- 
count all susceptibilities of national feeling, 
and we do not at all question the right of the 
Federal Government to decline the co-opera- 
tion [concours] of the great maritime Powers 
of Europe. But this co-operation, is it not 
the only means which offers itself to the Cab- 
inet of Washington to hasten the close of the 
war? And if it believes that it ought tore- 
pel any foreign intervention, could it not hon- 
orably accept the idea of direct [pourparlers] 
informal conferences with the authority which 
may represent the States of the South. 

The Federal Government does not despair, 
we know, of giving a more active impulse to 
hostilities; its sacrifices have not exhausted 
its resources, still less its perseverance, and its 
steadfastness. 

The protraction of the struggle, in a word, 
has not shaken its confidence in the definite 
success of its efforts. But tho opening of in- 
formal conferences between the belligerent par- 
ties does not necessarily imply the immediate 
cessation of hostilities. Negotiations about 
peace are not always the consequence of 
a suspension of warfare. They precede, on 
the contrary, more often the establishment of a 
truce. How many times have we not seen plen- 
ipotentiaries meet, exchange communications, 
agree upon all the essential provisions of trea- 
ties, resolve, in fiue, the question even of peace 
or war, whilst the leaders of armies continued 
the strife, and endeavored, even to the latest 
moment, to modify by force of arms the con- 
ditions of peace ? To recall only one memory 
drawn from the history of the United States. 
Tho negotiations which consecrated their in- 
dependence were commenced long before hos- 
tilities bad ceased in the New World, and the 
armistice was not established until the act of 
30th November, 1782, which, under the name 
of provisional articles, embraced in advance the 
principal clauses of the definite treaty of 1783. 
Nothing, therefore, would hiuder tho Govern- 
ment of the United States, without renounc- 
ing the advantage which it believes it can 
attain by the continuation of the war, from 
entering upon informal conferences with the 
confederates of the South, in case they should 
show themselves disposed thereto. Represen- 
tatives or commissioners ot the two parties 
could assemble at such point as it should be 
deemed proper to designate, and which <could, 
for this purpose, be declared neutral. Recip- 
rocal complaints would be examined into at 
this meeting. In place of the accusations, 
which North and South mutually cast upon 
each other at this time, would be substituted 
an argumentative discussion of the interests 
which divide them. They would seek out by 
means of well ordered and profound delibera- 
tions whether these interests are definitively 
irreconcilable — whether separation is an ex- 
treme which can no longer be avoided, or 
whether tbe memories of a common existence, 
whether the ties of any kind which have made 
of the North and of the South one sole and 
whole federative State, and have borne them 
on to so high a degree of prosperity, are 
not more powerful tnan the causes which 
have placed arms in the hands of the 
two populations. A negotiation, the object of 
which would be thus determinate, would not 
involve any of tho objections raised against 
the diplomatic intervention of Europe, and 
without giving birth to tbe same hopes as the 
immediate conclusion of an armistice, would 
exercise a happy influence on the march of 
events. Why, therefore, should not a combi- 
nation, which respects all the relations of the 
United States, obtain the approbation of the 
Federal Government? Persuaded on our 
part that it is in conformity with their true 
interests, we do not hesitate to recommend it 
to their attention; and, not having sought in 
the project of a mediation of the maritime 
Powers of Europe any vain display of influ- 
ence, we would applaud with entire freedom 
from all susceptibility of self-esteem, the open- 
ing of a negotiation which would invite the 
two populations to discuss, without the co- 
operation of Europe, the solution of their dif- 
ferences. 

I request you, sir, to give this assurance to 
the Cabinet of Washington, while commend- 
ing to its wisdom counsels dictated by most 
sincere interest in the prosperity of the United 
States. Yon are moreover authorized, if Mr. 
Seward expresses the wi3h, to leave with him 
a copy of this despatch.

A Noted Guerilla Killed — Desperate

murders being frequently perpetrated. On 
Wednesday night last, the family of Wm. D. 
Richards, a farmer residing in Wirt county, 
seven miles from Parkersburg, was aroused by 
bearing voices outside of the house. A girl 
went out and asked what was wanted, when 
one of the men replied that they wanted the 
old man and his gun. The old man was in 
bed, but bis son Isaac was up. Mr. Richards 
sprang out of bed, and seized a loaded rifle — 
his son at the same time taking down a mus- 
ket lqaded with buckshot. The son went out- 
side to the corner of the house and saw a mau 
standing on the porch, aimed and fired. The 
man fell and dropped his gun from his hands, 
lie then went behind the house to reload his 
piece, when he saw two men struggling a short 
distance from him. He rushed up and struck 
his father a blow on the head, mistaking him 
for a ranger, the night being dark. Fortu- 
nately he discovered bis eiror in time to give 
his father's antagonist a stunning blow on the 
head, which caused him to drop his gun and 
stagger towards the fence. The son then went 
around to the back of the milk-house to finish 
loading his gnn, when ho saw his father ap- 
proaching him, trying to get a shot at him 
with his revolver. Two men were then seen 
to leap over the fence, mount their horses, and 
ride off in the darkness. Upon striking a 
light, the man who was shot was found dead, 
the load of buckshot having taken effect in 
the head, scattering the brains all around. He 
was recognized as Emery Ball, a noted bush- 
whacker and a Lieutenant. Four guns were 
also found lying around the house, which the 
rangers had left in their flight. The facts 
were reported next morning to Col. Frost, at 
Parkersburg, who sent a squad of picked men 
in pursuit of the gang.

TO MR. .PAYTON. 

[No. 297.] Department of State. I 

Washington, Cth Feb., 1863. I 
Sir: The intimation given in your despatch 
of January 15tb, No. 255, that 1 might expect 
a special visit from M. Merrier, has been real- 
ized. He called on the 3d instant, and gave 
me a copy of a despatch which he had jnst 
then received from M. Drouvn de l’Huys un- 
der the date of the 21st of January, f have 
taken the President’s instructions, and I now 
proceed to give yon his view3 upon the aub- 
j ect in question. 

It has been considered with seriousness re- 
sulting from the reflection that the people of 
France are known to be faultless sharers with 
the American nation in the misfortunes and 
calamities of our unhappy civil war; nor do 
we on this, any more than on other occasions, 
forget the traditional friendship of the two 
countries, which we unhesitatingly believe 
has inspired the counsels that M. Drouyn de 
L'Huys has imparted. 

He says, “the Federal Government does not 
despair, we know, of giving more active im- 
pulse to hostilities;’' and again be remarks, 
“the protraction or the struggle, in a word, 
has not shaken the. confidence (of the Federa 
Government) in the definitive success of its 
efforts.” These passages seem to me to do 
unintentional injustice to the language, wheth- 
er confidential or public, in which this Gov- 
ernment has constantly spoken on the subject 
of tbe war. It certainly has had and avowed 
only one purpose — a determination to preserve 
the integrity of the country. So far trom ad- 
mitting any laxity of effort, or betraying any 
despondency, the'Government has, on the con- 
trary, borne itself cheerfully in all vicissitudes 
with unwavering confideuce in an early and 
complete triumph of tho National cause. Now, 
when we are, in a manner, invited by a friend- 
ly Power to review the twenty-one mouths’ 
history of the conflict, we find no occasion to 
abate that confidence. Through such an al- 
ternation of victories and defeats as is the np- 
appointed incident of every war, the land and 
naval forces of the United States have steadily 
advanced, reclaiming from the insurgents the 
ports, forts, and posts, which they had treach- 
erously seized before the strife actually began, 
and even before it was seriously apprehended. 
So many of the States and districts which the 
insurgents included in the field of their pro- 
jected exclusive elave- holding dominions, have 
already been re-established under the flag of 
the Union, that they now retain only the States 
of Georgia, Alabama, and Texa», with half 
of Virginia, half of North Carolina, two- 
thirds of South Carolina, half of Mississippi, 
and one-third respe r lively of Arkansas and 
Louisiana. The National forces hold even this 
small territory in close blockade and siege. 

This Government, if required, does not hes- 
itate to submit its achievements to the test of 
comparison; and it maintains that in no part 
of the world, and in no times, ancient or 
modern, has a nation, when rendered all un- 
ready for combat by the enjoyment of eighty 
years of almost unbroken peace, so quickly 
awakened at tbe alarm of sedition, pat forth 
energies so vigorous, and achieved successes 



so signal and effective as those which have 
marked the progress of this contest on the part 
of the Union. 

M. Drouyn de l’lluys, I fear, has taken other 
light than the correspondence of this Govern- 
ment for his guidance, in ascertaining its tem- 
per and firmness. He lias probably read of 
divisions of sentiment among those who hold 
themselves forth as organs of public opinion 
here, and has given to them an undue im- 
portance. It is to be remembered that this is 
a nation of thirty millions, civilly divided in- 
to forty-one States and Territories, which 
cover an expanse hardly less than Europe; 
that the people are a pure democracy, exercis- 
ing everywhere tho utmost freedom of speech 
and suffrage; that a great crisis necessarily 
produces vehement as well as profound de- 
bate, with sharp collisions of individual, local, 
and sectional interests, sentiments, and ambi- 
tions, and that this heat of controversy is in- 
creased by the intervention of speculations, 
interests, prejudices and passions from every 
other part of the civilized world. 1 1 is, however, 
through such debates that the agreement of the 
nation upon any subject is habitually attained, 
its resolutions formed, and its policy established. 
While there has boeu much difference of pop- 
ular opinion and favor concerning the agents 
who shall carry on the war, the principles on 
which it shall be waged, and the means with 
which it shall be prosecuted, M. Drouyn de 
1 Huys has only to refer to the statute book of 
Congress and the Executive ordinances, Co 
learn that the national activity has hitherto 
been, and yet is, as efficient as that of any 
other nation — whatever its form of govern- 
ment— ever was, under circumstances of 
equally grave import to its peace, safety, and 
welfare. Not one voice has been raised any- 
where, out of the immediate field of the in- 
surrection, in favor of foreign intervention, of 
mediation, of arbitration, or of compromise, 
with the relinquishment of one acre of the na- 
tional domain, or the surrender of even one 
constitutional franchise. At the same time, it 
is manifest to the world that our resources are 
yet abundant, and our credit adequate to the 
existing emergency. 

What M. Drouyn do L'Huys suggests is that 
this Government shall appoint commissioners 
to meet, on neutral ground, commissioners of 
the insurgents. He supposes that, in the con- 
ferences to bo thus held, reciprocal complaints 
could be discussed, and, iu place of the accu- 
sations which the North auu the South now 
mutually cast upon each other, the conferrees 
would be engaged with discussions of the in- 
terests which divide them. He assumes, far- 
ther, that the commissioners would seek, by 
means of well ordered and profound delibera- 
tion, whether these interests are definitively ir- 
reconcilable, or separation is an extreme that 
can no longer be avoided, or whether the mem- 
ories of a common existence, the ties of every 
kind which have made tbe North and the 
South one whole Federative State, and have 
borne them on to so high a degree ot prosper- 
ity, are not more powerful than tbe causes 
which have placed arms in the hands of the 
two populations. 

The suggestion is not an extraordinary one, 
and it may well have been thought by the Em- 
peror of the French, in the earnestness of bis 
benevolent desire for tbe restoration of peace, 
a feasible one. But when M. Drouyn de 
l'Huys Bhall come to review it in the lignt in 
which it must necessarily be examined in this 
country, 1 tbink be can hardly fail to perceive 
that it amounts to nothing less than a propo- 
sition that, while this Government is engaged 
in suppressing an armed insurrection, with 
the purpose of maintaining the constitutional 
National authority, anil preserving the integ- 
rity of the country, it shall enter into diplo- 
matic discussion with the insurgents upon the 
questions whether that authority shall not be 
renounced, and whether tho country shall not 
l e delivered over to disunion, to be quickly 
followed by ever increasing anarchy. 

If it were possible for the Government of 
the United Stales to compromise the National 
authority so far as to enter into such debates, 
it is not easy to perceive what good results 
could be obtained by them. 

The commissioners muse agree iu recom- 
mending either that the Union shall stand, or 
that it shall be voluntarily dissolved; or else 
they must leave the vital question unsettled, 
to abide at last tbe fortunes of the war. The 
Government has not shut out knowledge of 
the present temper, any more than of tho past 
purposes of the insurgents. There is uot the 
least ground to suppose that the eontroliug 
actors would be persuaded at this moment, by; 
any arguments which National commission- 
ers could offer, to forego the ambition that ha3 
impelled them to the disloyal position they 
are occupying. Any commissioners who 
should be appointed by those actors, or 
through their dictation or influence, must en- 
ter the conference imbued with the spirit and 
pledged to the personal fortunes of the insur- 
gent chiefs. The loyal people in the insurrec- 
tionary IS La tea would be unheard, and any offer 
of peace by this Government on the condition 
of the maintenance of the Union must neces- 
sarily be rejected. 

On the other hand, as I have already inti- 
mated,, this Government h:i3 not the least 
thought of relinquishing the trust which has 
been confided to it by the nation, under the 
most solemn of all political sanctions; and if 
it had any such thought, it would still have 
abundant reason to know that peace proposed 
at the cost of dissolution would be immediate- 
ly, unreservedly, and indignantly rejected by 
the American people. It is a great mistake 
that European statesmen make, if they sup- 
pose this people are demoralized. Whatever, 
in the case of an insurrection, the people of 1 
France, or of Great Britain, or of Switzerland, 
or of the Netherlands would do to 6ave their 
national existence, no matter how the strife 
might be regarded by or might affect foreign 
nations, jnst so much, and certainly no less, the 
people of the United states, will do, if neces- 
sary to save for the common benefit the re- 
gion which is bounded by the Pacific and At- 
Fantic coasts, and by the shores of the Gulfs of 
St. Lawrence and Mexico, together with the 
free and common navigation of tho Rio 
Grande, Missouri, Arkansas, Mississippi, Ohio, 
St. Lawrence, Hudson, Delaware, Potomac, and 
other natural highways by which this land, 
which to them is at once a land of inheritance 
and a land of promise, is opened and watered. 
Even if the agents of the American people 
now exercising their power, should, through 
fear or faction, fall below this height of the 
national virtue, they would b« speedily, yet 
constitutionally, replaced by others of sterner 
character and patriotism. 

1 must be allowed to say, also, that M 
Drouyn de l’Huys errs in his description of 
tbe parties to tho present conflict. We have 
here, in a political sense, no North and South, 
no Southern and Northern States. We have 
an insurrectionary party, which is located 
chiefly upon and adjacent to the shore of the 
Gnlf of Mexico; and we have, on the other 
hand, a loyal people, who constitute not only 
Northern States, but also Eastern, Middle, 
Western, and Southern States. 

I have on many occasions heretofore sub- 
mitted to the French Government the Presi- 
dent's views of the interests, and the ideas, 
more effective for the time than even interests, 
which lie at the bottom of the determination 
of the American Government and people to 
maintain the Federal Union. The President 
lias done the same tiling in his messages and 
other public declarations. I refrain, therefore, 
from reviewing that argument in connection 
with the existing question. 

Mr. Drouyn de l’Huys draws to his aid the 
conferences which took place between the 
Colonies and Great Britain, in our Revolu- 
tionary War. He will allow ns to assume 
that action in the crisis of a nation must ac- 
cord with its necessities, and therefore can 
seldom be conformed to precedents. Great 
Britain, when entering on the negotiations 
had manifestly come to entertain doubts of her 
ultimate success; and it is certain that the 
councils of the Colonies could not fail to take 
new courage, if not to gain other advantage, 
when the parent State compromised so far as 
to treat of peace on the terms of conceding 
their independence. 

It is true, indeed, that peace must come ft 
sometime, and that conferences must attend, 
ifthey are not allowed to precede tbe pacifi- 
cation. There is, however, a better form for 
such conferences thar theonc which M. Douyn 
de l’Huys suggests. Tbe latter would lie pal- 
pably in derogation of the Constitution of the 
United States, and would carry no weight be- 
cause destitute of the sanction necessary to 
bind either the disloyal or the loyal portions 
of the people. On the other hand, the Con- 
gress of the United States furnishes a consti- 
tutional forum for debates between tbe alieu- 
ated parties. Senators and Representatives 
from the loyal portion of tho people are there 
already, freely empowered to confer; and seats 
also are vacant, and inviting Senators and 
Representatives of the discontented party who 
may be constitutionally sent there from the 
States involved in the incurrection. More- 
over, tho conferences which can thus 
be held in Congress have this great ad- 
vantage over any that could be organized 
upon the plan of M. Drouyn de l'Huys, 
namely: that the Congress, if it were thought 
wise, could call a national convention to adopt 
its recommendations, and give them all the 
solemnity and binding force of organic law 
Such conferences between the alienated per- 
ties may be said to have already begun 
Maryland, Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
and Missouri — States which are claimed by 
the insurgents — are already represented 
Congress, and submitting with perfect free 
dom, and in a proper spirit, their advice upon 
the course best calculated to bring about, iu the 
shortest time, a firm, lasting, and honorable 
peace. Representatives have been sent, also, 
trom Louisiana, and others are understood to 
be coming from Arkansas. 

There is a preponderating argument in favor 
of the congressional form conference over 
that which is suggested by M. Drouyn de 
l’Huys, namely; that while an accession to the 



latter would bring this Government into a 
concurrence with the insurgents in disregard- 
ing and setting aside an important part of the 
Constitution of the United States, and so would 
be ot pernicious example, the congressional 
conference, on the contrary, preserves and 
gives new strength to that sacred writing 
which mu3t continue through future ages the 
sheet anchor of the Republic. 

You will bo at liberty to read this despatch 
to M. Drouyn de l’Huys, and to give him a 
copy, if he shall desire” it. 

To the end that you may be informed of the 
whole case, I transmit a copy of M. Drouyn 
de l’Huys’s despatch.

UNfON CONVENTION. 

At ft meeting of the Union members of , the 
Legislature, in the House of Representatives, 
on Monday evening, Feb. 16th, 186.3, on mo- 
tion, Hon. Joseph U nderwood was called to the 
Chair, and John B. Bruner appointed Secre- 
tary. 

After a free and full consultation, it is rec- 
ommended to the Union Democracy of Ken- 
tucky that they assemble in convention, 
through their delegates, in the city of Louis- 
ville, on the 18th day of March next, and nom- 
inate suitable persons as candidates to fill the 
various State offices, to be chosen at the next 
August election. It is further recommended 
that the people meet, at some convenient time 
and place, in their respective counties, and ap- 
point delegates to represent them in the con- 
vention.

aer \v ? understand that a memorial from 
some of the members of the exploded conven- 
tion at Frankfort was presented to the House 
, on Friday, and referred to one of the standing 
committees of the body. We hope the memo- 
rial will be allowed to go to sleep on the table 
of tbe committee and never be awakened. It 
is simply a piece of audacious impertinence. 
Let it stay where it was sent. 

As to the mere expediency of the action of 
the military authorities in dispersing the seces- 
sion convention, we kuow at present as little 
as we knew when we first noticed the action, 
and, accordingly, shall say as little, which is 
nothing; but, as to tbe lawfulness and justice 
of the action, we have never bad a shadow of 
doubt. And it appears to us that a candid 
man, whatever may be his proclivities in this 
strife, can harbor a doubt on the point only by 
ignoring the actual condition of the State- 
Kentucky, unlike th- loyal Stales of the 
North, is the theatre of war. She is not 
only the theatre of war - but a subject 
of the war. Kentucky is a prize for 
the possession of which the rebels on the one 
side and the Union seconded by Kentucky 
herself on the other side are openly contend- 
ing in arms; and the contest is fighting out 
upon her own soil. It began eighteen months 
ago, has raged unintermittingiy ever since, and 
is yet pending. When or how it will end re 
mains to be seen. In the meantime, Kentucky, 
thus assailed by the military force of the re- 
bellion, and having within her borders a hos- 
tile population strong in numbers and in 
influence, bolds her position as an actual 
member of the Union by the tenure of the 
sword. Nothing can be plainer than this. 
Tbe condition in Kentucky is that ofta pending 
trial of military force, with the present advan- 
tage in favor of Kentucky and of the Union. 
This is undeniably the actual situation. But 
for the military force of the Union, the mili- 
tary force of the rebellion would have dragged 
Keutucky into the rebel confederacy long ago, 
And would do so now at any hour. The ques- 
tion here is purely one of arms. It is a quet- 
tion of bullets not of ballots. It is directly 
the reverse of the question in the loyal States 



of the North. 
H 



Hence, the military authorities of theUnicn, 
in deajing with the hostile population of Ken- 
tucky, are clothed with the lawful powers of 
war, and, with all due counsel and considera- 
tion, are bound to exercise such powers. Ken- 
tucky, so long as she is the theatre of war, has 
no right, legal or moral, to step between 
Hie military authorities of the Union and the 
active enemies of the Union upon her soil, no 
matter whether such enemies be her own sons 
or not. Nor has she any right to judge for the 
military authorities who are and who are not 
active enemies of the Union upon her soil. 
The existence of such a right on the part of 
the civil authorities would convert the laws of 
war into a farce; the exercise of such a right 
would convert war itself into a farce. The 
military authorities, under the manifold and 
solemn responsibilities of their office, and un- 
der the just limitations of military power, 
must be permitted to judge for themselves 
They are accountable for their conduct to the 
laws and tribunals of war and to their coun- 
try. Let them be held to a rigid accounta- 
bility in the proper sphere. Kentucky has an 
unquestionable right to insist upon this, and, 
whenever necessary, she will unquestionably 
insist upon it. She will insist upon it in a 
way to make her will respected. She knows 
what the just claims of her citizens arc 
and bow to maintain them. Herein is her 
true security against the abuse of military 
power, not in blindly and factiously opposing 
the lawful use of such power. It is a poor way 
to forestall the usurpations of military author- 
ity by resisting the legitimate exercise of the 
authority. Such a course is calculated not to 
prevent but to provoke the evils apprehended. 
It is utterly impolitic as well as utterly wrong. 

The general views we have here indicated 
arc not new with U3; nor are they at all pe- 
culiar to us. We expressed them during the 
canvass which preceded the election of August 
last; and the expression was thoroughly con- 
curred in by the loyal press and party ot Ken 
tucky. Not only this, but the military author- 
ities of the Union, governed by these views, 
actually suffered no active enemy of the Union 
to stand for office in Kentucky at the last Au- 
gust election; and the loyal press and party of 
the State approved the step. Among the most 
explicit and emphatic in recommending tbi6 
step, and in sustaining it after it was taken, 
was our neighbor of the Democrat, who shall 
now speak on this point for us and for his 
loyal brethren of Kentucky in general. 

Our neighbor, in the Democrat of the 18th 
of June last, said: 

There are men in Kentucky running for 
office who are the open enemies of the gov- 
ernment to which Kentucky belongs, whose 
entire sympathies and feelings are with a gov- 
ernment de facto hostile to us. They are eager 
for office and spoils, notwithstanding tbay 
contend that there is no government. They 
would take the oath required to enter upon 
the duties of an office, and construe it to mean 
an oath to support Jeff Davis’s government. 

Now, Kentucky wants no such incumbents 
in her offices. Ir these men had proper self- 
respect, they would not be candidates, in all 
such eases the candidate should be required to 
take an oath that would be unequivocal. No 
government can exist in peace with offices 
filled by enemies of the government itself. 

W e would interfere with no man s sympa- 
thies, nor his abstract opinions; but he must 
obey the laws and support the government of 
Kentucky, State and Federal, and give no aid 
by word or deed, to a rebellion against both 
in these distempered times, the man who will 
not pledge himself to this is not fit to be a 
candidate, in some instances men who have 
held offices in the Confederate forces,

vidrd he has obev ed tbo 1 iws and given no 
aid to this rebellion, and hs ready to pledge 
himself to do so in future. The class we have 
described are very different. They have no 
right to be candidatrs in t.us State, much less 
have they a right to Hold the offices to which 
they aspire. 

In the Democrat of Juno the 24th, our 
neighbor said: 

It is an error to suppose that we have any 
political parties in Kentucky, in the well-un- 
derstood sense of the term m this country. 
Political parties differ on the -question as to 
how the government shall be administered. 

All such parties have, up to th/s time, been 
supporters of the government Use If. Now we 
have the State for the government and a fac- 
tion struggling to destroy it. This latter class 
eiinnoXbe recognized as a legitimate party. 

No community can tolerate a_ fac tion ot ene- 
mies to its government. Tho cant about 
freedom or speech is oot of place. A govern- 
ment can’t protect men striving to destroy it. 

Our neighbor said in the Democrat of the 
13th of July: 

We want these seceoh to consider the case a 
little. They have resorted to the ballot-box 
several times, and got the verdict of Kentucky 
against them. They and their allies appealed 
to the sword, and if they can succeed, they 
can hold office in Kenti; cky, not otherwise. 

Their factiou has called in foreign aid. 
They are to-day carryimg fire and sword to 
the homes of Kentuckians, and yet they want 
offices in this State by the poll-books. They 
have tried to overrule tht: verdict of the ballot- 
box by force, and can’t appeal to the former 
again. If they can hold office by force, they 
will have the right of revolution. They can 
have no other right to office in Kentucky 
Disloyal men can t hold office in this State; 
and it is their own fault that they can’t. 
They have undertaken by the sword to defy 
the laws of the State, and to change her con- 
stitutional status, and have no right under her 
Constitution. 

A man conscientiously a rebel would not 
be a candidate if he appreciates at all the fit- 
ness of things. One who ha3 no such appre- 
ciation will have to be taught it, by that power 
to which he has appealed— the power of arms. 
The sece 3 h announced that they would have 
Kentucky, if they had to obtain her by blood 
and subjugation. They can’t have the officits 
on any other terms. 

Referring to the same set of people in the 
Democrat of July the 25th, he said: 

We are tired of their teaching. We have 
listened to their lectures, and tolerated, with 
marvellous patience, their sharp practice in 
stealing, robbing, and killing Kentuckians, in 
order to enlighten them in their true interests. 
We have had enough of that, and it must stop 
right here. 

If they don’t like the ways of the people of 
Kentucky, if they have got too wise aDd vir- 
tuous to submit to the majority and obey the 
laws they make, the world is before them, and 
they can choose another home, where they 
can live with wise and virtuous people like 
themselves. They must submit to our gov- 
ernment or take the consequences. We are 
tired of driving open enemies from our soil, 
and still finding their allies plotting, sympa- 
thizing, and inviting our enemies back. This 
no people, who have any regard for self-pres, 
ervation, will tolerate. 

We must have peace at home some time, and 
w-ebave had it otherwise long enough. Those 
who aro not for Kentucky now are against 
her, and they have no right to be protected in 
their hostility. The enemy has made his last 

E roclamatior:. His sense of the ridiculous will 
ardly permit him to issue any more exhorta- 
tion* to Kentucky. Morgan has made the 
conclusive expo riment,and he is gone. We shall 
lake care of those who would invite him back 
again. The world is wide enough for those who 
don't like Kentucky, who nre too wise or too 
good to live with their neighbors; but this 
State is not wide enough to hold us und them, 
it they cant’ now, in good faith, behave them- 
selves. We have had enough of this civil war 
in Kentucky; enortgh of sympathy with men 
who steal, rob, and destroy property, and mur- 
der our people, and r.bc whole of it mqst stop 

Finally, returning lo the subject iu the 
Democrat of tho 30th of' July, four days be- 
fbre the election, our neighbor said: 

It is understood that men w ho are not loyal 
to the State of Kentucky auv' the Federal 
Government shall not be eandida.* e9 for offices 
in this State; but a correspondent .mentions a 
case in one locality where the candidates have 
both been Union men heretofore. ThU differ- 
ence is this: One is using fabulous amou nts of 
money, and the contributors to the tuna ar c 
chiefly secesh, the amounts being sufficient to 
show that it is a matter of more than meif 
feeling. In such a case, wbat ought to be done? 
Let our correspondent present the proof of 
these facts to General Boyle, and we guess he 
will see what to do. All parties to this affair 
ought to be jugged. Our opinion is, that the 
man who would dare attempt to buy bis way 
to office by pandering to the venality of voters 
ought to be sent to the penitentiary t and stay 
there the rest of his life, even if there were 
no other offence covered up in the transaction. 

Such on this point is the doctrine and the 
practice to which the Union men of Kentucky 
are committed. It is quite unnecessary to 
say, that, having approved all this, to de- 
nounce as a usurpation the orderly dispersion 
of a secession conclave, notoriously met to 
conspire in the interest of the enemy, would 
be a very uncommon instance of the very 
common operation of straining at a gnat and 
choking with it after swallowing a camel. 
The Union men of Kentucky are certainly 
not prepared to go through with any such 
operation as this in a matter so vital to 
the cause of the state and of the nation. 
The secessionists of Kentucky, as the aux- 
iliaries of tho rebels in arms, arc compara- 
tively powerless from the lack of organi- 
zation; and they cannot organize efficiently 
within the State except under the mask of a 
political party. The present movement, like 
the movement of lost summer, contemplates 
such an organization, for the purpose of co- 
operating effectually with the invading foe. 
It is dangerous as well as treasonable. It is 
dangerous without any regard to its fortunes 
at the polls. If the movement of last summer 
had been suffered to go on uninterruptedly, 
and every secession candidate had been de- 
feated, the invasion of Bragg would notwith- 
standing have proved somewhat less a failure 
than it did prove; and, if the present move- 
ment had been suffered to go on uninter- 
ruptedly, and it had gone oh with a similar 
result, the next invasion would nevertheless 
have boen welcomed under auspices unusu- 
ally fair. The mere advantage of organization 
and of canvassing would be great and peril- 
ous. It is the chief advantage sought. But 
the present movement has been interrupted, 
as its predecessor was, and it mu6t on no 
account be suffered to resume its career. 
Every consideration that called upon the mili- 
tary authorities to cut down the secession 
party wherever it raised its head last summer 
calls upon them to repeat the process now. 
The work may have been initiated premature- 
ly the other day, but, be this as it may, the 
work has been initiated, and, with all possi- 
ble discretion yet with unwavering firmness 
it should be completed. There most be no 
backward step on tbe part either of the loyal 
men of the State or of the military au- 
thorities of the Union. Let both alike stand 
squarely up to tho mark ot duty which both 
alike have heretofore drawn conspicuous- 
ly in the face of friend and foe. It is 
just and lawful and necessary. Let them pru- 
dently but resolutely adhere to it. They can- 
not indeed repudiate it without deliberately 
branding themselves as libellers and oppress- 
ors and deliberately blazoning the secessionists 
of the State cs victims and martyrs. Duty, 
patriotism, self-respect, reason, law, expedien- 
cy, self-preservation itself, demand that the 
loyal men of Kentucky shall now stand faith- 
fully and manfully by the policy they them- 
selves have contributed to establish. And 
they will. Let the military authorities per-' 
form their duty. 



Aohici'LIubal Collioe foh Kbntlck f. — 
We have been gratified to notice the unusual 
unanimity with which both branches o'i our 
Legislature accepted the proposals of the 
United States Government to aid in tiie en- 
dowment of Agricultural and Polytechnic 
Colleges for our State. The gift will be most 
munificent and the liberality of our citizens 
will soon enable the institutions to get under 
way. The Select Committee appointed to 
receive subscriptions have met with great 
success. Lexington offers her fine college 
buildings, apparatus, library, lands, and four 
thousand dollars annually; Jessamine county 
offers her college buildings and $40,000, ami 
several institutions in the southern part of the 
State have made offers equally liberal. It will 
be recollected that the act of Congress devotes 
three hundred and sixty thousand acres of 
land, the proceeds of which are to be devoted 
as a perpetual fund for the educational ex 
penses of tho State Colleges, but it allows no 
part of them to be used for the construction or 
repair of the collegiate buildings, though a 
percentage can be taken for the purchase of 
working farms. If, however, we can obtain 
land sufficie nt from private subscription, Ken- 
tucky will be enabled to devote tbe whole of 
the revenue accruing from the national gift to 
the eup|X)i t of professors and to a series of ex- 
periments for advancing tho agricultural, 
mechanical, and manufacturing interests of 
the State-. We look, therefore, with great 
solicitude to the action of the Select Commit- 
tee and its report to the Legislature.

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We place no confidence whatever in 
the rumor published in our telegraphic column 
in reference to the capture of Vicksburg by 
the Federal troops. 

B®“Governor Johnson, of Tennessee, has 
issued a proclamation of some interest to the 
rebel owners of property in certain portions 
of Tennessee. He sets forth that many per- 
sons possessing real and personal estate in 
that portion of Tennessee within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Government of the United States, 
come within the provisions of sections fifth 
and sixth of an act of Congress, approved 
July 17, 1862, and have failed to avail them- 
selves of the provision of the fifth section 
wirhin the sixty days, which expired under 
the proclamation of the President on the 23d 
day of September, 1862; and, that many such 
persons are now within the so-called Con- 
federate States, having left tbeir properly 
in charge of agents, who collect the rents 
and forward the same to the parties, or retain 
and invest it for their benefit, therefore he 
warns all persons holding, renting, occupy- 
ing, or using any such real or personal estates, 
or the rents, issues, and profits thereof, as well 
as all agents, not to pay the same over to the 
owners or their agents, but to retain the same 
untill some person suitable has been appoint- 
ed in behalf of the United States to receive 
the same, and hold it subject to the order of 
the Government. 

Thratre. — Mr. and Mrs. Florence com- 
mence an engagement this evening, and the 
popular couple arrive just in the nick of time 
to enjoy the advantages of the enlargement 
of the theatre, which Manager Fuller has so 
tastefully projected. A side entrance has been 
made, so that the former entrances and box- 
office give place to additional seats for the ac- 
commodation of the many who on several 
recent occasions have been unable to obtain 
them. Besides adding to the comfort of the 
audience, these changes will materially im- 
prove the appearance of the house. The 
Florences appear in the drama of Handy Andy 
and the protean farce of Mischievous Annie, 
with humorous songs and dances. When they 
produce the Colleen Bawn, we shall doubtless 
find that even the enlarged house will be in- 
sufficient to accommodate the crowds which 
will be attracted. 

Hospital Destroyed by Fib*. — The build- 
ing known as the City Hospital in Nashville 
was destroyed by fire on Friday morning. It 
was used at the time as a military hospital, 
and contained two hundred and forty sick 
soldiers, all of whom were rescued, together 
with the hospital stores. The patients are now 
comfortably quartered in other places. The 
building, which was a splendid stone edifice, 
was built in 1833-34, and was originally the 
State Lunatic Asylum, and was used for this 
purpose until the increase of patients made it 
necessary to erect a larger and more commo- 
dious building for their accommodation. The 
old building was then taken for a hospital for 
the sick, and has been so used ever since, un- 
der the control of the medical faculty of the 
Nashville University, until its occupancy by 
the military^ 

The Tax Upon Gas. — The Cincinnati City 
Council on Friday initiated action with regard 
to the extra charge on the bills of the Gas 
Company to private consumers, by which 
citizens are made to bear the burden of the 
revenue tax of fifteen cents per thousand 
cubic feet of gas consumed. The resolution 
presented claims that the Gas Company can- 
not enforce the payment of this amount, ac- 
cording to their contract with the city. The 
Louisville Gas Company have assumed the 
payment of the Government tax. 

Fbstival. — The ladies of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in Portland will give an enter- 
tainment in the church building to-morrow 
evening, the proceeds to be devoted to the 
benefit of the church. A superb supper will 
tempt the appetites of those who may attend, 
and many other attractions will be added. 
Cars will run between this city and Portland 
during the night. 

National Salute. — U nder the supervision of 
Captain J. B. Watkins, of the Thirty-fourth 
Kentucky Infantry, a salute of thirty-four 
guns was fired at sunrise, another of one hun- 
dred guns at noon, and a third of thirty-four 
guns at sunset, in honor of the anniversary of 
the birth of the Father of his Country. The 
firing was done with great skill and uni- 
formity.

ARRIVAL OF THE CANADA. 

Halifax, Feb. 21 .

She 
brings 159 Lancashire operatives, sent by Miss 
Couts.

“Her Majesty has abstained from taking any 
step with a view to induce a cessation of the 
conflict between tho contending parties of the 
North American States, because it has not yet 
seemed to her that any such overtures would 
be attended with a probability of success. 

“Her Majesty has viewed with the deepest 
concern, the desolating warfare which still 
rages in those regions, and she has witnessed, 
with heartfelt grief, the severe distress and 
suffering which that war has inflicted on a 
large classof Her subjects, but which has been 
borne by them with great lortitudo and ex- 
emplary resignation. It is some consolation 
to Her .Majesty to be led to hope that this suf- 
fering and distress are rather diminishing than 
increasing, and that some renewal of employ- 
ment is beginning to take place in the manu- 
facturing districts.” 

In the House of Lords, the question being 
on an address in reply to the Queen’s speech, 
Earl Derby said ho had no objection to make 
to the course of tho Government in regard to 
the American war, but he regretted that they 
had. not joined with France, with an attempt, 
howCver hopeless, to effect an armistice and 
cessation of hostilities, as it would lead the 
parties to reflect on the miseries and hopeless- 
ness .of the war in which they were engaged, 
and ended by approving of the course of the 
Government on the American question.

Altered Green-Backs. — The altered $50 
treasury notes are well calculated to deceive 
those not well acquainted with tbe genuine 
bill. These notes are altered from two’s, Uni- 
ted States treasury notes, in the following 
manner: Over the figure 2 in the right and 
left upper corners of the note the figures 50 
are neatly pasted. The small figures appear- 
ing around the larger figures are blotted out 
with a green ink resembling tho “patent 
green” tint. The word “two,” which ap- 
pears eleven times in scroll work length- 
wise across the top of the bill, is blotted 
out by tbe green ink. The same is done 
with the words “two,” appearing in the scroll 
work in the lower right hand corner of the 
bill, directly above tbe name “F. W. Spinner 
Treasurer,” kc. The word "fifty” is neatly 
pasted over the word “two,” at the right of 
the vignette. The Roman II in the lower left 
hand corner of the bill is obliterated by tbe 
green ink, and is completely hid. The re- 
verse side of the bill is made entirely green, 
except in the central portion, where the 
words “This note is a legal Jender, &c.,” ap- 
pear. A dot of green is placed upon every 
one of tho almost innumerable 2’s on the back. 
Altogether the notes are well calculated to de- 
ceive. There are a large number of them.

Cot,. B. A. Gilbbht. — T he Cincinnati Com- 
mercial truly says that the conduct of Col. S. A . 
Gilbert, In dispersing the neat of copperheads t 
Frankfort, thrills tbe people. A few core 
demonstrations like that will reetoro the fa I- 
iog confidence of the nation. “5ucA meth. ,> 
<m this you ihall not hold within the limit ■ of 
my command ” — a sentence reeounding wi:U 
Jacksonian ring. The people of Ohio do not 
know Col. Sam. A. Gilbert. The traitors and 
bushwhaskers of Western Virginia do. Hr is 
a native of Ohio, resident at Zanesville. Early 
in 1861 he was appointed Lieutenant-Coloi cl 
of the 24th Ohio Volunteer Infantry, then 
commanded by Colonel (now Brigadier-Omi.) 
Jaoob Ammen. The regiment soon took po- 
sition in the first rank in onr Ohio army. It 
arrived in Clarksbnrg, Virginia, in July, 
1861, and the excellence or its discipline 
immediately attracted the attention of 
General Rosecrans. The police of its 
earap elicited the encomiums of the sol- 
diers. Said General Rosecrans to an officer: 
"If you want to see a military camp, go and 
look at Gilbert’s.” The writer of this is ready 
to testify that it was the neatest and most per- 
fectly policed camp he has seen during the s ir. 
Colonel Ammen was then commandant of the 
post of Clarksburg, and the administration of 
the regiment devolved chiefly upon Lieutenant 
Colonel Gilbert. It never lost its character. 
Its valor and firmness at Stone River attested 
tbe excellence of its early as well as its latter 
training. It first made history for itself at 
Cheat Mountain, and its record reflects proud 
honor upon its soldiers, and upon all who have 
commanded it. 

When the President made the second requi- 
sition for three-year volunteers, Lieut. Col. 
Gilbert was appointed Colonel of the 44th 
regiment, and it was ordered into Western 
Virginia. The peculiarities of discipline and 
neatness which had characterized the 24th 
Boon made the 44th oonspicuous. In tbe spring 
of 1862, it signalized itself in a brilliant ac- 
tion under Brigadier General Crook, in the 
mountains which circumvallate the tribnia- 
riesof the Kanawha. Colonel Gilbert distin- 
guished himself by his courage, coolness, and 
skill. It was known there, and subsequently 
as one of the best of the veteran regiments of 
Western Virginia. We daresay that at Frank- 
fort it is distinguished for the same traits 
which signalized it and the 24th in Western 
Virginia. This excellence in the regiment in- 
dicated character, skill, and zeal in tho officer 
— attributes which all of his commanders have 
acknowledged handsomely. 

Col. Gilbert is probably about thirty-five 
years of age. He is a man of vigorous char- 
acter, and the public are now ready to confess 
that he possesses firmness and determination. 
He was never a politician in the popular sense 
of the term, but prior to the war he was an 
earnest Democrat. In bis speech to the Ken- 
tucky copperheads, he says with fine scorn: 
“Under the disguise of that good old name, 
Democrat, thev (the traitors) hope to perfect 
their designs, lat it will not do. * * • 

Tho Democratic newspapers scorn and diaown 
you. Democrats In high places call your lead- 
ers by the one name, "Traitor*!’ ” 

CoL Gilbert ie agraduato of West Point, and 
was for tome years engaged on the Coast Hur- 
Yey. He is a nephew of Gen. Cass. 

Bow f* Make Fine Vtnejur . — Seeing an In- 
quiry in your valuable paper a few weeks ago 
fora recipe for making vinegar, I tend you 
mine, which we think excellent. Dissolve 
one pound of coarso brown sngar in a gallon 
of soft water (but do not toil it). Then add 
one quart of good whisky : work it with a lit- 
tle good yeast spread on white paper. Put it 
in a cask, and expose It to tbo sun, with the 
neck of a clear glass bottle inserted in the 
bang-hole. It will soon become fine vinegar, 
fit for pickling or any other purpose.

The Oommittee of Conference on the Ways 
and Means bill appointed to-night, consists of 
Senator* Fessenden, Sherman, and Hicks, 
and of Representatives Morrill, Vallandigham, 
and Kenton. It is thought the Committee 
will report in favor of the House section au- 
thorizing the issue of $300,000,000 legal tender 
notes, and will compromise the disagreement 
between the two bouses on the bank taxing 
section, so as to make tho tax a light one.

New York, Feb. 21. 

Four hundred sailors left yesterday for Ad- 
miral Porter's Mississippi fleet. 

New Orleans advices state that Col. Paine, 
Acting Brigadier-General, left Baton Rouge 
on the 17th with three transports conveying 
the 4tb Wisconsin and three other regiments. 
These troops disembarked at Plaquemine, 
thirty miles below, on the west bank of tbe 
Mississippi, and inarched inland to an Indian 
village, seven miles distant, comprising about 
half a dozen miserable cabins. Arriving at 
sunset the troops bivouacked for the night. 

Tbe steamer Iberville followed with the 
stores and tents and a guard of cavalry by way 
of Plaquemine bayou. There our troops are 
temporarily encamped, at no great distance 
from a crevasse which baa already submerged 
some adjacent woods. Two weeks ago this 
Indian village was occupied by a hand of 
guerillas, who were driven off by a company 
of United States cavalry. 

The Iberville took on board, in lieu of her 
military stores, upwards of $4,000 worth of 
sugar and molasses from the neighltoring 
planters, who professed themselves rejoiced at 
the opportunity of transmitting their produce 
to New Orleans. It now lies at the levee 
of this city. Gen. Amory left for Carrollton 
yesterday, to proceed with several regiments 
to reinforce Col. Paine. The entire force will 
push for Bute La Rose, there to effect a junc- 
tion with Gen. Weitzel.
